house after tracing Thaw 
there.

evidently been watching 
the net close about hini.

pounded on the door. Af- 
ter repeated 
knocking? 


they forced the door. 


As they rushed into the 


house they passed Samuel 
G. Moloney, a Republican 
ward leader and former 
harbor master, standing in 
the vestibule. 


Moloney was as white 


as chalk and when asked 
where Thaw was nodded 
his head as though he had 
been transfixed to 
the 


spot. Hurling the 
man 


aside, Lieutenant Wood 
led the way to a sitting 
room. Thaw was sitting 
in a chair, gazing calmly 
at the blood as it spurted 
from the cuts. The detec- 
tives took first aid meas- 
ures and called Dr. Kirby. 
Before fainting Thaw 
asked to be taken to St. 
Mary's Hospital.

believed he wished to de- 
fer efficient treatment as 
long as possible.

The decision of the supreme court, declaring the Parrett-White- 


more taxation measure unconstitutional, thus wiping it entirely off 
the statute books, destroys the fair prospect that there would be 
tout » short session of the legislature. Much worse than that it leaves 
the state entirely without taxation laws whatsoever and devolves 


• upon the" legislature the immediate task of supplying new ones that 
will meet exactly the requirements set down by the court. 
_ 


Fortunate it is that the court holds that the assessment for 1916, 


being made -'under color of official authority," stands and taxes 
levied thereupon will be collectible. On the other hand is it for- 
tunate that the court declares, as one of the reasons for the nncon- 
stitutionality of the Parrett-"Whitemore act, it provides for the ap- 
pointment of a board of tax revision, whereas its members are coun- 
ty officers and should be elected, unfortunate because of the likeli- 
hood that candidates that will hereafter 'declare for the board will 
hare scant equipment for its duties. In this connection one might 
judge that the^whole legal fraternity of the state has been long 
asleep for the court lays' down the constitutional requirement that 
even township assessors must be elected and there can be no beating 
ironnd that requirement, yet for quite a period review boards were 
»ppointive~and so for two years were assessors. This 
situation 


directs attention that the Parrett-Whitemore measure being a nullity, 
the Warnes law, which, it professed to repeal, is revived, but to no 
purpose, since it is apparent, beyond contention, that the features 
which make the first statute unconstitutional apply with equal force 
to the latter, so that too is a nullity. 


On the whole the state is presented with a serious and startling 


situation, rendered more so through the fact that the legislature has 
to coin an entirely new taxation law by the first of April, if we arc 
to hive any revenues at all and we must have them aplenty, else 
•would this not he Ohio. Public concern in the outcome will not 
be near as great as that of the politicians, the lawmakers and the 
press since the people realize no matter how it goes they mil have 
finally to pay the taxes.

The decision of the supreme court, declaring the JParrett-White- 


rwre taxation measure unconstitutional, thus wiping it entirely off 
tlie »tatute books, destroys the fair prospect that there would be 
.„,( a short session of the legislature. Much worse than that it leaves 
the state entirely \iithout taxation laws -whatsoever and devolves- 
upon the legislature themmediate task of supplying new ones that 
, ill meet exactly the requirements set down by the court. 


Fortunate it is that the court holds that the assessment for 1916, 


lieui" made "under color of official authority," stands and taxes 
Icued thereupon will be collectible. On the other hand is it for- , 
lunate that the court declares, as one of the reasons for the uncon- 
stitutionality of the Parrett-Whitemore act, it provides for the ap- 
pointment of a board of tax revision, -whereas its members are eoun- 
tv officers and should'be'elected, unfortunate because of the likeli- 
hood that candidates that will hereafter declare for the board will 
have scan* equipment for its duties. In this connection one might 
incite that the whole legal fraternity of the state has been long 
jsleep for the court lays down the constitutional requirement that 
evcu township assessors must be elected and there can be no heating 
(round that requirement, yet for quite a period review boards were' 
lippoihtive and so for two years were assessors. This situation 
directs attention that the Parrett-Whitemore measure being a nullity, 
the AVarnes law, which it professed to repeal, is revived, but to no 
purpose, since it is apparent, beyond contention, that the features 
which make the first statute unconstitutional apply with equal force 
to the latter, so'that too is a nullity. 


On the whole the state is presented with a serious and startling 


situation, rendered more so throngh\lie fact that the legislature has.- 
to coin an entirely new taxation law by the first of April, if we are 
to have any revenues at all and we must have them aplenty, else 
would this not be Ohio'.' • Public concern in the outcome will not. 
be near as" great as that of the politicians, the lawmakers and the 
press since the people realize no matter how it goes they will have 
finally to pay the taxes.
